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Leaked records open a 
“Pandora” box of financial 


secrets

Hundreds of world leaders, powerful politicians, billion- 
aires, celebrities, religious leaders and drug dealers have 
been hiding their investments in mansions, exclusive 
beachfront property, yachts and other assets for the past 
quarter-century, according to a review of nearly 12 mil- 
lion files obtained from 14 firms located around the world. 
The report released Sunday by the International Con- 
sortium of Investigative Journalists involved 600 journalists 
from 150 media outlets inl 17 countries. It’s being dubbed 
the “Pandora Papers” because the findings shed light on 
the previously hidden dealings of the elite and the cor- 
rupt, and how they have used offshore accounts to shield 
assets collectively worth trillions of dollars. 
The more than 330 current and former politicians identi- 
filed as beneficiaries of the secret accounts include Jor- 
dan’s King Abdullah ll, former U.K. Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, Czech Republic Prime Minister Andrej Babis, Kenyan 
President Uhuru Kenyatta, Ecuador’s President Guillermo 
Lasso, and associates of both Pakistani Prime Minister Im- 
ran Khan and Russian President Vladimir Putin.

The billionaires called out 
in the report include Turkish 
construction mogul Erman 
llicak and Robert T. Brock- 
man, the former CEO of 
software maker Reynolds & 
Reynolds. 

Many of the accounts 
were designed to evade 
taxes and conceal assets 
for other shady reasons, 
according to the report. 
“The new data leak must 
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be a wake-up call,” said 
Sven Giegold, a Green 
party lawmaker in the Euro- 
pean Parliament. “Global 
tax evasion fuels global 
inequality. We need to 
expand and sharpen the 
countermeasures now.” 

Oxfam International, a Brit- 
ish Consortium of charities, 
applauded the Pandora 
Papers for exposing brazen 
examples of greed that de- 
orived countries of tax rev- 
enue that could be used To 
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finance programs and proj- 
ects for the greater good. 

“This is where our miss- 
ing hospitals are,” Oxfam 
said in a statement. “This 
is where the pay-packets 
sit of all the extra teachers 
and firefighters and public 
servants we need. When- 
ever a politician or business 
leader claims there is ‘no 
money’ to pay for climate 
damage and innovation, 
for more and better jobs, 
for a fair post-COVID re- 
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covery, for more overseas 
aid, they know where to 
look.” 

The Pandora Papers are a 
follow to a similar project 
released in 2016 called the 
“Panama Papers” com- 
piled by the same journal- 
istic Group. 

The latest bombshell is even 
more expansive, porting 
through nearly 3 terabytes 
of data — the equivalent 
of roughly 750,000 photos 
ona smartphone — leaked 
from 14 different service 
providers doing business in 
38 different jurisdictions in 
the world. The records date 
back to the 1970s, but most 
of the files soan from 1996 
to 2020. 

In contrast, the Panama 
Papers culled through 2.6 
terabytes of data leaked 
by one now-defunct law 
firm called Mossack Fonse- 
ca that was located in the 
country that inspired that 
project's nickname. 

The latest = investigation 
dug into accounts regis- 
tered in familiar offshore 
havens, including the British 
Virgin Islands, Seychelles, 
Hong Kong, and Belize. 
But some of the secret ac- 
counts were also scattered 
around in trusts set up in the 
U.S., including 81 in South 
Dakota and 37 in Florida.

released Sunday painted a 
sordid picture of the promi- 
nent people involved. 

For instance, the investiga- 
tion found advisers heloed 
King Abdullah Il of Jordan 
set up at least three dozen 
shell companies from 1995 
to 2017, helping the mon- 
arch buy 14 homes worth 
more than $106 million in 
the U.S. and the U.K. One 
was a $23 million Califor- 
nia ocean-view property 
bought in 2017 through a 
British Virgin Islands com- 
pany. The advisers were 
identified as an English ac- 
countant in Switzerland 
and lawyers in the British 
Virgin Islands. 

There was no immediate 
comment from Jordan's 
Royal Palace. 

The details are an embar- 
rassing blow to Abdullah, 
whose government was 
engulfed in scandal this 
year when his half broth- 
er, former Crown Prince 
Hamzah, accused the “rul- 
ing system” of corruption 
and incompetence. The 
king claimed he was the 
victim of a “malicious plot,” 
placed his half brother un- 
der house arrest and put 
two former close aides on 
trial. 

Abdullah took power in 
1999 after the death of his 
father, King Hussein.) 
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Virus surge hits New England despite high vaccination rates

Despite having the high- 
est vaccination rates in the 
country, there are constant 
reminders for most New 
England states of just how 
vicious the delta variant of 
COVID-19 Is. 

Hospitals across the region 
are seeing full intensive 
care units and staff short- 
ages are starting to affect 
care. Public officials are 
pleading with the unvac- 
cinated to get the shots. 
Health care workers are 
coping with pent-up de- 
mand for other kinds of 
care that had been de- 
layed by the pandemic. 

“| think it’s clearly frustrating 
for all of us,” said Michael 
Pieciak, the commissioner 
of the Vermont Depart- 
ment of Financial Regula- 
tion who monitors COV- 
ID-19 statistics for the state. 
“We want kids to be safe 
in school, we want parents 
not to have to worry about 
their child's education and 
health.” Even though parts 
of New England are seeing 
record case counts, hospi- 
talizations and deaths that 
rival pre-vaccine peaks, 
largely among the unvac- 
cinated, the region hasn't 
seen the impact the delta 
variant wave has wrought 
on other parts of the coun- 
try. According to statistics 
from The Associated Press, 
the five states with the high- 
est percentage of a fully 
vaccinated population are 
all in New England, with 
Vermont leading, followed

by Connecticut, Maine, 
Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts. New Hampshire Is 
10th. 

According to the AP data, 
full vaccination rates across 
the six New England states 
range from a high of 69.4% 
in Vermont to 61.5% in New 


Hampshire. 
Despite the relatively high 
vaccination rates — the 


U.S. as a whole is averaging 
55.5% — there are still hun- 
dreds of thousands of peo- 
ple across the region who, 
for one reason or another, 
remain unvaccinated and 
vulnerable to infection. 

Now, a Rhode Island of- 
ficial said he didn’t think 
the 70% vaccination goal, 
once touted as the level 


that would helo end the 
pandemic in the state, Is 
enough. “What we've 
learned with delta and 
looking beyond delta, Is 
because that’s where our 
focus is as well, to really 
reach those levels of vac- 
cination, to give you that 
true population level pro- 
tection, you need to be in 
excess Of 90%,” said Tom 
McCarthy, the executive 
director of the Rhode Is- 
land Department of Health 
COVID Response Unit. 
Officials throughout New 
England continue to push 
the unvaccinated to get 
the shots as well as bolster 
vaccine mandates. 

“We have it in our power 
to end this needless suf- 
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fering and heartbreak; a 
way fo protect our health 
and that of the people we 
love; a way to give our he- 
roic doctors, nurses, and 
other medical professionals 
a much-needed break; a 
way to protect our children 
— please get vaccinated 


today,’ Maine’s Demo- 
cratic Gov. Janet Mills said 
recently. 


Yet the head of UMass Me- 
morial Health, the largest 
health system in central 
Massachusetts, said recent- 
ly that regional hospitals 
were seeing nearly 20 times 
more COVID-19 patients 
than in June and there isn’t 
an ICU bed fo spare. 

In Connecticut, the Legisla- 
ture just extended the gov- 


ernor’s emergency powers 
to make it easier to cope 
with the latest wave of the 


pandemic. 
Case counts in Vermont, 
which has — continually 


boasted about high vacci- 
nation and low hospitaliza- 
tion and death rates, are 
the highest during the pan- 
demic. Hospitalizations are 
approaching the pandem- 
ic peak from last winter and 
September was Vermont's 
second-deadliest month 
during the pandemic. 

On Sept. 22, Maine had 
nearly 90 people in inten- 
sive care units, a pandemic 
peak for the state. Maine 
also recently passed 1,000 
deaths since the start of the 
pandemic. 

Dr. Gretchen Volpe, an in- 
fectious disease specialist 
at the 48-bed York Hospi- 
tal in Maine, said the delta 
surge has made It harder to 
find care for patients who 
need more assistance. 
“The physicians who are 
transferring people have 
commented to me that 
they keep having to go 
farther and call more plac- 
es to achieve that goal, 
Volpe said. On Friday, the 
United States crossed the 
threshold of 700,000 deaths 
from COVID-19. The deaths 
during the delta surge 
have been unrelenting in 
hotspots in the South. New 
England has been at the 
other end of the soectrum, 
but the region Is still coping 
with the same surge that 
has ravaged other parts of 
the country.LJ 





Trump asks judge fo force Twitter to 
restore his account 


NEW YORK (AP) — Former 
President Donald Trump 
has asked a federal judge 
in Florida to force Twitter to 
restore his account, which 
the company suspended 
in| January following the 
deadly storming of the U.S. 
Capitol. 

Trump's attorneys on. Fri- 
day filed a motion in USS. 
District Court in Miami seek- 
iINg a preliminary injunc- 
tion against Twitter and its 
CEO, Jack Dorsey. They 
argue that Twitter is censor- 
ing Trump in violation of his 


First Amendment rights, ac- 
cording to the motion. 
Twitter declined to com- 
ment Saturday on Trump's 
filing. 

The company permanently 
banned Trump from its plat- 
form days after his followers 
violently stormed the Capi- 
tol building to try to block 
Congress from. certifying 
Joe Biden's presidential 
win. Twitter cited concerns 
that Trump would incite fur- 
ther violence. 

Prior fo the ban, Trump had 
roughly 89 million followers 


on Twitter. 

Trump was also suspend- 
ed from Facebook and 
Google’s YouTube over 
similar concerns that he 
would provoke violence. 
Facebook's ban will last 
two years, until Jan. 7, 2023, 
after which the company 
will review his suspension. 
YouTube's ban is indefinite. 
In July, Trump filed lawsuits 
in the U.S. District Court for 
the Southern District of Flor- 
ida against all three tech 
companies and their CEOs, 
claiming that he and other

Major oil spill off Southern California fouls beaches

HUNTINGTON BEACH, Calif. 
(AP) — One of the largest 
oll spills in recent Southern 
California history fouled 
oopular beaches and killed 
wildlife while crews scram- 
bled Sunday to contain 
the crude before It soread 
further into protected wet- 
lands. 

At least 126,000 gallons 

(572,807 liters) of oil spilled 
into the waters off Orange 
County, according to a 
statement from the city of 
Huntington Beach. 

“The spill has significantly af- 
fected Huntington Beach, 
with substantial ecological 
impacts occurring at the 
beach and at the Hunting- 
ton Beach Wetlands,” the 
statement said. 

The oil created a miles- 
wide sheen in the ocean 
and washed ashore _ in 
sticky, black globules along 
with dead birds and fish. 
Crews led by the U.S. Coast 
Guard deployed skimmers 
and floating barriers known 
as booms to try to stop fur- 
ther incursion into the wet- 
lands and the Bolsa Chica 
Ecological Reserve. 

A petroleum stench per- 
meated the air through- 
out the area, said Orange 
County Supervisor Katrina 
Foley. 

“You get the taste in the 
mouth just from the vapors 
in the air,” she said. 

The closure stretched from

the Huntington Beach Pier 
nearly 4 miles (6.4 kilome- 
ters) south to the Santa Ana 
River jetty amid summerlike 
weather that would have 
brought beachgoers fo 
the wide strand for volley- 
ball, swimming and surfing. 
Yellow caution tape was 
strung between lifeguard 
towers to keep people 
away. 

Officials canceled the fi- 
nal day of the annual Pa- 
cific Air Show that typically 
draws thousands of soecta- 
tors to Huntington Beach, a 
city of about 199,000 resi- 


dents about 30 miles (48 
kilometers) south of down- 
town Los Angeles. The show 
featured flyovers by the U.S. 
Navy Blue Angels and the 
U.S. Air Force Thunderbirds. 
The oil slick originated from 
Qa broken pipeline con- 
nected to an offshore oll 
platform known as Elly, 
Foley said on Twitter. Elly 
is connected by walkway 
to another platform, Ellen, 
located just over 8.5 miles 
(about 14 kilometers) off 
Long Beach and operated 
by Beta Operating Compa- 
ny, according to the feder- 
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al Bureau of Safety and En- 
vironmental Enforcement. 
Beta and its parent com- 
pany, Houston-based Am- 
plify Energy Corp., didn’t 
immediately return phone 
messages and emails seek- 
ing comment. 

Foley said Newport Beach 
Mayor Brad Avery told her 
that he encountered the oll 
slick while in a boat travel- 
ing back to the mainland 
from Santa Catalina Island. 
“He saw dolphins swimming 
thru the oil,” Foley tweeted. 
The Huntington Beach 
statement early Sunday 


said “while the leak has not 
been completely stopped, 
preliminary patching has 
been completed to repair 
the oil spill site,” with addi- 
tional repairs planned. 

The spill comes three de- 
cades after a massive oll 
leak hit the same stretch 
of Orange County coast. 
On Feb. 7, 1990, the oll 
tanker American Trader 
ran over its anchor off 
Huntington Beach, spilling 
nearly 417,000 gallons (1.6 
million liters) of crude. Fish 
and about 3,400 birds were 
killed. 

In 2015, a ruptured pipeline 
north of Santa Barbara sent 
143,000 gallons (541,313 li- 
ters) of crude oil gushing 
onto Refugio State Beach. 
At a news conference Sat- 
urday night, Orange Coun- 
ty officials exoressed con- 
cern about the environ- 
mental impacts of the spill 
and hoped crews could 
stop the oil before It flowed 
into sensitive wetlands. 
“We've been working 
with our federal, state and 
county partners to mitigate 
the impact that could be 
a potential ecological di- 
saster,” Huntington Beach 
Mayor Kim Carr said. 

The area is home to threat- 
ened and endangered 
soecies — including a 
plump shorebird called the 
snowy plover, the California 
least tern and humpback 
whales — a fishing industry 
and migratory birds on the 
Pacific Flyway. LJ

Auburn University professors 
Richard Burt and Keith He- 
bert, working with a group 
of honors college students, 
have established a Face- 
book page where people 
can look through photo- 
graphs of March 7, 1965, 
and identify themselves or 
others in the black-and- 
white images. 

Online since August, the 
page Is titled “Help us iden- 
tify the Selma Bloody Sun- 


day Foot Soldiers.” It fea- 
tures multiple images of 
marchers who are labeled 
with red numerals, and us- 
ers can add the names of 
people they recognize in 
the comments section. 

some people already have 
been identified, and the 
creators hope more will be 
as word spreads about the 
page, particularly in Selma, 
where the effort is being 
promoted. A class at Selma 
High School is helping as 
students enlist relatives to 
help identify marchers. 

The project “highlights the 
need for additional histori- 


cal research and docvu- 
mentation for one of the 
most famous moments in 
American history,” Hebert 
said in a statement re- 
leased by the university an- 
nouncing the work. 

“By taking a fresh look at 
Bloody Sunday, our re- 
search has revealed rich 
details about how the 
march unfolded that prior 
historians have overlooked. 
We intend to help those 
in Selma who want to do 
more to preserve and inter- 
pret the historic landscapes 
connected to this seminal 
event,” he said.L]

PARIS (AP) — Decrying the 
“oredation” of his home- 
land, a Brazilian Indigenous 
leader is appealing to 
France's president to use 
his global sway to fight the 
deforestation of the Ama- 
zon. Ninawa, a leader of 
the Huni Kui people who 
uses just one name, deliv- 
ered a letter on Saturday 
to the office of French Pres- 
ident Emmanuel Macron. 
He urged the French leader 
to lean on the whole 27-na- 
tion European Union to limit 
trade linked to deforesta- 
tion. His aopeal also called 
for pressure on Brazilian 
President Jair Bolsonaro to 
halt logging, farming and 
development projects that 
are destroying the Amazon 
rainforest. 

In the letter, seen by The 
Associated Press, Ninawa 
says: “The current (Brazil- 
ian) administration is work- 
ing to authorize or amnesty 
the extraction and export 
of timber, as forest fires 
devastate flora and fauna, 
to create fields for mono- 
cultures of soybeans and 
for raising cattle. 

“This same administration 
works to legalize and insti- 
tutionalize the invasion of 
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Indigenous leader to France’s Macron: Save the Amazon

the territories of the origi- 
nal peoples, considered 
as an obstacle to agribusi- 
ness and to what Is wrongly 
called ‘develooment,’” it 
says. Ninawa left his letter 
with a police officer at the 
presidential Elysee Palace 
in Paris and got a receipt in 
return. There was no imme- 
diate word from Macron’s 
office on whether the let- 
ter would be given to the 
French president himself. 


Speaking to the AP, Nina- 
wa said Indigenous people 
are “every single day put- 
ting our lives at risk so that 
we can defend nature for 
all humankind. So it is im- 
portant that each coun- 
try, each citizen from each 
country, do their share and 
also become guardians of 
Mother Nature.” 

Bolsonaro has recently 
tried to improve his envi- 
ronmental credibility, but 





Plane crashes into building near Milan;

ROME (AP) — A small, sin- 
gle-engine plane carrying 
six passengers and a crew 
of two crashed Sunday 
into a vacant two-story of- 
fice building in a Milan sub- 
uro, and authorities said alll 
eight people aboard died. 
Investigators opened a 
probe into what caused 
the private plane to crash 
shortly after takeoff from 
Milan's Linate Airport en 
route to Olbia Airport on 
the Italian island of Sardin- 
la. A thick column of dark 
smoke rose from the crash 
site and was visible for kilo- 
meters. 

Several parked cars nearby 
went up in flames. 
Firefighters tweeted that 
no one else but those on 
board involved in the ear- 
ly afternoon crash near 
a subway station in San

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for most of his presidency 
has encouraged develop- 
ment within the Amazon 
region He has dismissed 
global complaints about 
its destruction as a_ plot 
to hold back the nation’s 
agribusiness.

Ninawa wants European 
decision-makers to stop 
facilitating the trade of 
products directly linked to 
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deforestation, such as soy- 
beans, meat and wood. 
He’s in France to attend a 
peace conference in Nor- 
mandy, on the invitation 
from the environmental 
group Planete Amazone. 
Saying Indigenous leaders 
have been killed for resist- 
ing loggers, he noted how 
Macron drew worldwide 
attention to forest fires in 
the Amazon in 2019, by 
tweeting that “our house 
is burning” and calling out 
Bolsonaro’s policies. He 
also noted that France 
takes over the rotating EU 
presidency starting Jan. 1. 
He lamented that the glob- 
al U.N. COP26 climate talks 
in Glasgow, which — start 
Oct. 31, “are not solving 
the problem of our planet. 
COP has turned into a big 
fair for multinational busi- 
ness, with governments 
trading our biodiversity.” 
“Today we must choose 
between a few decimal 
points of France’s and Eu- 
rope’s GDP, and our own 
lives,” he wrote. 

Bolsonaro has been trying 
to demonstrate to U.S. Pres- 
ident Joe Biden’s admin- 
istration that he is serious 
about addressing climate 
change and curbing illegal 
deforestation. He’s toned 
down his rhetoric celebrat- 
ing Amazon development 
and demeaning Indige-

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Libya’s migrantroundup reaches 4,000 amid major crackdown

CAIRO (AP) — A major 
crackdown in western Lib- 
ya has resulted in the de- 
tention of at least 4,000 mi- 
grants, including hundreds 
of women and _ children, 
officials said Saturday. The 
U.N. said atleast one young 
migrant was shot dead and 
15 others injured, including 
two in serious Conditions, in 
the crackdown. 

The raids took place Fri- 
day in the western town of 
Gargaresh as part of what 
authorities described as a 
security campaign against 
illegal migration and drug 
trafficking. The Interior Min- 
istry, which led the crack- 
down, made no mention of 
any traffickers or smugglers 
being arrested. 

Officials said Friday that 500 
illegal migrants had been 
detained but on Saturday 
reported that number had 
reached 4,000. 

Gargaresh, a known hub 
for migrants and refugees, 
is about 12 kilometers (7.5 
miles) west of Tripoli, the 
Libyan capital. The town 
has seen several waves of 
raids on migrants over the 
years, but the latest one 
was described by activists 
as the fiercest so far. 

Since the 2011 NATO- 
backed uprising that oust- 
ed and killed longtime dic- 
tator Moammar Gadhafi, 
Libya has emerged as the 
dominant transit point for 
migrants fleeing war and 
poverty in Africa and the

Middle East, hoping for a 
better life in Europe. Human 
traffickers have benefited 
from the chaos in the oll- 
rich nation and smuggled 
migrants through the coun- 
try’s lengthy border with six 
nations. They then pack 
desperate migrants into ill- 
equipped rubber boats in 
risky voyages through the 
perilous Central Mediterra- 
nean Sead route. 

The detained were gath- 
ered in a facility in Tripoli 
called the Collection and 
Return Center, said police 
Col. Nouri al-Grettli, head 
of the center. 

He said the migrants have 
been distributed to deten- 


tion centers in Tripoli and 
surrounding towns. Libya’s 
detention facilities are mis- 
erable, overcrowded plac- 
es where migrants have 
suffered from abuses and 
severe _ ill-treatment, ac- 
cording to rights activists. 

A government official said 
authorities would “deport 
as many as possible” of 
the migrants to their home 
countries. He said many of 
the detained had lived ille- 
gally in Libya for years. The 
official sooke on condition 
of anonymity because he 
was not authorized to brief 
the media. 

Tarik Lamloum, a_ Libyan 
activist working with the Be-

laady Organization for Hu- 
man Rights, said the raids 
involved human rights vio- 
lations against the migrants, 
especially in the way some 
women and children were 
detained. 

Lamloum said many de- 
tained migrants have been 
registered with the U.N. 
refugee agency UNHCR, as 
refugees or asylum-seekers. 
Vincent Cochetel, the 
agency’s special envoy 
for the Central Mediterra- 
nean, told The Associated 
Press that initial reports 
were that at least one per- 
son was killed and 15 in- 
jured in the crackdown. He 
said in some cases security 
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personnel used excessive 
force and drove people 
out of their homes. 

“We should not be surprised 
if people are scared and 
will try to leave by sea,” he 
said. 

Georgette Gagnon, the 
U.N.’s humanitarian coor- 
dinator for Libya, said un- 
armed migrants were ha- 
rassed in their homes, beat- 
en and shot in the crack- 
down which has also seen 
a communication blackout 
in Gargaresh. 

Among the injured were 
five by gunshots with two 
of them being treated in 
an intensive care unit, she 
said in a statement late Sat- 
urday. 

The statement didn’t elab- 
orate further details. 

The crackdown comes 
amid a spike in crossings 
and attempted crossings 
of the Mediterranean Sea 
to Europe. Libya’s coast 
guard has _ intercepted 
around 25,300 migrants 
and returned them to Lib- 
ya's shores so far this year. 
Over 1,100 migrants were 
reported dead or opre- 
sumed dead off Libya in 
the first nine months of 2021, 
but that number is believed 
to be higher, according to 
the U.N. migration agency. 
Hundreds of migrants were 
seen in images posted on 
social media Friday by the 
Interior Ministry sitting clus- 
tered together in a yard 
with the banner of the Col- 
lection and Return Center 
in the background.)

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Puerto Ricans fume as outages threaten health, work, school

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — Not a single hur- 
ricane has hit Puerto Rico 
this year, but hundreds of 
thousands of people in the 
U.S. territory feel like they’re 
living in the aftermath of a 
major storm: Students do 
homework by the light of 
dying cellphones, people 
who depend on insulin or 
respiratory therapies strug- 
gle to find power sources 
and the elderly are fleeing 
sweltering homes amid re- 
cord high temperatures. 
Power outages across the 
iskand have surged in re- 
cent weeks, with some last- 
ing several days. Officials 
have blamed everything 
from seaweed to mechani- 
cal failures as the govern- 
ment calls the situation a 
“crass failure” that urgently 
needs to be fixed. 

The daily outages are snarl- 
ing traffic, frying costly ap- 
pliances, forcing doctors 
to cancel appointments, 
causing restaurants, shop- 
ping malls and schools to 
temporarily close and even 
prompting one university to 
suspend classes and an- 
other to declare a morato- 
rium on exams. 

“This is hell,” said Iris San- 
tiago, a 48-year-old with 
chronic health conditions 
who often joins her elderly 
neighbors outside when 
their apartment building 
goes dark and the humid 
heat soars into the 90s Fahr- 
enhelt. 

“Like any Puerto Rican, | 
live in a constant state of 
anxiety because the pow- 
er goes out every day,’ she 
said. “Not everyone has 
family they can run to and 
go into a home with a gen- 
erator.” 

Santiago recently endured 
three days without power 
and had to throw out the 
eggs, chicken and milk that 
spoiled in her refrigerator. 


She said power surges also 
caused hundreds of dollars 
of damage to her air con- 
ditioner and refrigerator. 
Puerto Rico's Electric 
Power Authority, which is 
resoonsible for the gen- 
eration of electricity, and 
Luma, a private company 
that handles transmission 
and distribution of power, 
have blamed mechanical 
failures at various plants in- 
volving components such 
as boilers and condensers. 
IN one recent incident, sea- 
weed clogged filters and a 
narrow pipe. 

Luma also has implement- 
ed selective blackouts in 
recent weeks that have af- 
fected a majority of its 1.5 
million clients, saying de- 
mand is exceeding supply. 
Luma took over transmis- 
sion and distribution — in 
June. Puerto Rico's gover- 
nor said the company had 
pledged to reduce power 
interruptions by 30% and 
the length of outages by 
40%. The island’s Electric 
Power Authority has long 
struggled with misman- 
agement, corruption and, 
more recently, bankruptcy. 
In September 2016, a fire 
at a power plant sparked 
an island-wide blackout. A 
year later, Hurricane Maria 
hit as a Category 4 storm, 
shredding the aging power 
grid and leaving some cus- 
tomers up to a year without 
DOwWET?. 

Emergency repairs were 
done, but reconstruction 
work fo strengthen the grid 
has yet fo start. 

“We're on the verge of a 
collapse,” said Juan All- 
cea, a former executive di- 
rector of the authority. 

He said three main factors 
are to blame: Officials halt- 
ed maintenance of gen- 
eration units under the er- 
roneous belief they would 
soon be replaced. Scores 
of experienced employees 
have retired. And _ invest- 


ment to replace aging in- 
frastructure has dwindled. 
Puerto Rico's power gener- 
ation units are on average 
45 years old, twice those of 
the U.S. mainland,.

Parke Nacional Arikok 


Nature Conservation 

The protected area of Na- 
tional Park Arikok was of- 
ficially established in 2000. 
Arikok National Park is a 
34 square kilometers (7907 
acres) of natural area, lo- 
cated at the north-eastern 
part of Aruba which con- 
tains examples of most of 
the island’s flora and fau- 
na against a backdrop of 
great geological complex- 
ity. We are proud to state 
that approximately 18% 
of the total land area of 
Aruba Is assigned as a Na- 
tional Park, to protect and 
oreserve the flora, fauna, 
geology and historical re- 
mains present within Arikok 
National Park. 


The Landscape 

There is a great geological 
variety within the park. The 
main aspects are the rough 
hills of the volcanic Aruba 
lava formation, the mysteri- 
ous rocks of the batholithic 
quartz-diorite/tonalite, and 
the limestone rocks from 
fossilized coral. The two 
tallest hills on the island are 
situated within the park. 
Jamanota hill 188 meters 
(617 ft) and Arikok hill 176 
meters (577 ft), from which 
the name of the park is de- 
rived. 


The line of the permanently 
wind-and-wave beaten 
North Coast is broken by 
several bays (boca’s). Most 
of them are small yet im- 
pressive inlets at the mouth 


of dry riverbeds. Some 
of these bays (boca’s) 
are spectacular — sights, 


adored with white, sandy 
beaches and sand dunes, 
as is the case at Boca Prins 
and Dos Playa. 


Arikok is also home to Con- 
chi, Aruba’s most impor- 
tant natural attraction, also 
know as The Natural Pool.

These families found 
ways to survive in the dif- 
ficult conditions, and were 
able to erect their homes 
with materials found in the 
area. Two of these ado- 
be houses have been re- 
stored. Park rangers are 
learning many of the old 
building techniques in or- 
der to preserve this unique 
Aruban mud-house. At Cu- 
nucu Arikok and near Plan- 
tation Prins you can find 
these adobe houses. 


Park Management 

For the management of 
the park, a dedicated 
foundation “Fundacion 
Parke Nacional  Arikok” 
(FPNA), Known today as 
the Aruba National Park 
Foundation was estab- 
lished in July 2003. In Feb- 
ruary 2017, mangrove and 
wetland RAMSAR site #198 
Spanish Lagoon was an- 
nexed to Arikok National 
Park due fo its importance 
as a feeding and breeding 
area for water birds and as 
a nursery area for a variety 
of marine organisms. With 
this addition, the area un- 
der FPNA management 
increased by 70 hectares 
while the amount of spe- 
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cies of flora and fauna to be conserved 
to over 250. On December 21st, 2018 (AB 
2018 no. 77) Parke Marino Aruba — current-

Since the start of 2020, 
companies from Bank of 
America and JPMorgan 
Chase to Google and Twit- 
ter have pledged billions of 
dollars to support entrepre- 
neurs of color. 

All those dollars don’t go 
directly into business own- 
ers’ pockets, however. 
Many are being invested 
in other financial institutions 
— particularly Community 
develooment financial in- 
stitutions, whose services 
include making small-busi- 
ness loans to borrowers 
underserved by traditional 
banks. 

“We give folks a chance 
when others can’t or 
won't,” says Martina Ed- 
wards, chief of strategic 
partnerships at ACE, a CDFI 
that supports entrepreneurs 
in Atlanta and north Geor- 
gia with low-interest loans, 
financial education and 
business development ser- 
vices. Corporate and phil- 
anthropic support “allows 
Us to accelerate the work 
that we're doing,” includ- 
ing making more loans, Ed- 
wards says. 

If you're a business owner 
of color, here’s how these 
pledges can benefit you. 
GET A BUSINESS LOAN 

In general, corporate in- 
vestments in CDFls take 
the form of loan funds. CD- 
FIs can borrow from these 
funds at low interest rates 
and lend that money fo 
their clients. 

There are more than 1,200 
CDFls in the U.S., according 
to the Department of the 
Treasury, including banks, 
credit unions, loan funds 
and venture capital funds. 
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How to benefit from corporate pledges to minority businesses 


Montes and Romain founders of PROFIT, the first online bank for minority business owners that does 
bookkeeping and accounting for free. 


CDFls specialize in the kinds 
of loans banks might turn 
down: small loans with low 
interest rates to borrowers 
with short credit histories or 
limited collateral. 

For example, ACE’s aver- 
age Paycheck Protection 
Program loan was around 
$24,000, with 90% of fund- 
ing going to businesses with 
five or fewer employees 
and 67% to Black-owned 
businesses, Edwards says. 
For comparison, the aver- 
age PPP loan approved 
between the start of 2021 
and May 31 was $42,000, 
and among recipients who 
orovided their race, Black 
borrowers received 5.8% 
of approved funding, ac- 
cording to the Small Busi- 
ness Administration. 

“The work that we do allows 
Us to provide affordable 


capital,” Edwards — says, 
“which fuels successful 
business growth and kind of 
cascades on through fami- 
lies as they build assets and 
resources and create jobs.” 
GET WRAPAROUND _ SUP- 
PORT 

New Jersey-based TD Bank 
has dedicated $30 million 
in equity capital to CDFls 
as part of the Equity Fund 
it Gnnounced in June, ac- 
cording to Michael Innis- 
Thompson, senior vice pres- 
ident and head of commu- 
nity lending and develop- 
ment for TD Bank. 

“They're experts in the field, 
and they have a strong 
oresence in their commu- 
nities,” Innis-Thompson says 
of CDFls.

CDFls are “a resource for 
more than just capital,” 
Innis-Thompson says. They 
offer “technical assistance 
and other support, like ac- 
counting, legal, human re- 
sources, general advice, 
as well as how to write a 
stronger business plan... 
it's about having a support 
system so that these busi- 
nesses can be successful.”

FIND A NEW BANK 

Like CDFls, minority deposi- 
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tory institutions — banks 
where most  stockhold- 
ers or board members are 
people of color — are see- 
ing new investment from 
national banks and cor- 
porations. Wells Fargo, for 
example, has invested $50 
million in equity capital in 
13 Black-owned banks . 
“They have more of a man- 
date to revitalize, or do 
something that’s going to 
be economically impactful 
to the communities they’re 
in,” Alozie says. 

Plus, working with a local 
or community-based bank 
keeps dollars circulating 
within your community, 
which can benefit your 
neighbors too. 

GET A DIRECT INVESTMENT 
In addition to supporting 
CDFls, TD Bank dedicated 
$75 million to a specialized 
small-business investment 
company, an SBA-licensed 
organization that offers eq- 
uity and debt financing to 
growing companies.

Austria to introduce new carbon tax from mid-2022 


BERLIN (AP) — The Austrian gov- 
ernment has announced plans to 
reform the country’s tax system in 
an effort to curb greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

The government said Sunday that 
it will introduce a new carbon tax 
beginning on July 1, 2022, and will 
return that money to residents in 
the form of a “climate bonus.” 
Starting next year, Austrians will 
find themselves having to pay 30 
euros (almost $35) per ton of CO2 


—acost that’s likely fo be added 
to consumer bills by Companies. 
That will rise to 55 euros ($64) per 
Ole la 2028. 

The government expects to gen- 
erate about 5 billion euros ($5.8 
billion) from the tax by 2025. 

Each resident in Austria will get 
an annual reimbursement, with 
the exact amount determined by 
where they live to ensure those in 
rural regions without good public 
transport don’t lose out. Children 


are entitled to half their parents’ 
amount — so a family of two 
adults and two children in Vienna 
could expect to get 300 euros 
($358) for example. 

The goal is to encourage people 
to opt for climate-friendly forms 
of transportation and heating by 
making carbon-intensive choices 
more expensive, without adding 
to the overall fax burden. 

The governing coalition of Chan- 
cellor Sebastian Kurz’s conser- 


vative People’s Party and the 
environmentalist Greens also an- 
nounced income tax cuts, a re- 
duction in some health insurance 
charges and other measures that 
mainly benefit families and low- 
and-medium income groups. 

It also plans to reduce taxes for 
companies, particularly those in 
energy-intensive industries that will 
be hit hardest by the new carbon 


tax.

NEW YORK (AP) — Julia 
Ducoumau was in town 
this week for the New York 
Film Festival premiere of her 
second feature, “Titane” a 
movie has already devel- 
oped the reputation of be- 
ing the year’s wildest, most 
explosive movies. 


“Titane” has prompted 
walkoutfs and passionately 
divisive responses, while 


also sparking some of the 
loudest raves of the year. 
In June, “Titane” won the 
Palme d'Or, making the 
French filmmaker only the 
second woman fo ever win 
the Cannes Film Festival’s 
top honor. In New York the 
day before meeting a re- 
porter in midtown, though, 
Ducournau had found ex- 
citement at an unexpect- 
ed place: a softball game 
in Central Park. 

“It was so thrilling,” Ducour- 
nau said, smiling. “| loved 
it because | finally Under- 
stood the rules.” 

As a filmmaker, though, 
Ducournau is breaking the 
boundaries of sexuality, 
taste and expectation. Her 
first film, “Raw,” combined 
a coming-of-age tale with 
cannibalism. “Titane,” 
which Neon releases in the- 
aters Friday, is about Alexia 
(Agathe Rousselle), who as 
a girl was in car accident 
— partly prompted by her 
father’s disinterest in her — 
leaving her with a metal 
plate in her head. 

She is now a stripper who 
dances atop muscle cars 
and casually commits mur- 
der with a lethal pick in her 


hair. In the film’s most talk- 
ed-about scene, she’s im- 
oregnated by a Cadillac. 
Her belly grows and her 
body begins to ooze mo- 
tor oil. Fleeing the police 
after a particularly grue- 
some encounter, Alexia 
disguises herself as a long- 
ago lost child and is ad- 
opted by a gruff, grieving 
fire chief (Vincent Lindon). 
The headlong odyssey — 
“a one-way Ticket,” says 
Ducournau — _ ulfimately 
leads to a deeply tender 
finale. It’s Undoubtedly the 
sweetest movie you'll ever 
see featuring automotive 
intercourse. 


AP: Did “Titane” start with 


any idea or image? 
DUCOURNAU: The first thing 
| was sure of Is that | want- 
ed to focus on love. One of 
the hardest things for me 
to talk about is love. | can't 
imagine tackling that feel- 
ing in a way that's not ab- 
solute and unconditional. 
| see love as a becoming, 
not as a state. I'm not say- 
ing it’s possible for us in our 
lifetime to reach this level 
of shedding layers and see- 
ing right into the essence 
of a person — beyond any 
determinism, beyond any 
social determinism, gender 
being one. But | see it as 
something that could be, 
to which we could aspire. 
AP: How would you de- 
scribe what bodies are for 
you as a filmmaker? 
DUCOURNAU: For me, bod- 
ies are like the book of hu- 
manity. You can fell a lot 
about someone's history 
and vulnerabilities. Every- 
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bodies, cars 


thing that makes us com- 
mon but that we don'twant 
to talk about are actually 
in the open on our bodies, 
but we tend to hide them.

At the end of the day, we 
all take off our clothes and 
look at our bodies.

AP: Early in “Titane,” while 
Alexia is stripping, a body 
guard reprimands her fans 
by saying: “Touch with your 
eyes.” Does that line repre- 
sent something to you? 
DUCOURNAU: If does. How 
terrible it is to say something 
like that, like it’s OK to touch 
with your eyes. It’s like you 
have one level of touching 
that is not permitted but 
you can allow yourself to 
do something like touching 
with your eyes, which is ab- 
solutely invasive. 

AP: There are also broader 
implications for looking in 
“Titane.” 

DUCOURNAU: The whole 
film is a lot about decon- 
structing the look, the gaze 
you can have of someone, 
and trying to shed the layers 
of social construct to finally 
see a person for real. Not 
only who that person is but 
who that person might be- 
come somehow. You have 
to get rid of all the precon- 
ceived ideas you can have 
about what you want that 
person to be, what you 
expect that person to be, 
what you were taught that 
person would be. It’s a lot 
about looks. The biological 
father never looks at Alex- 
ia. And Vincent's look at 
the beginning Is just a fan- 
tasy, so that creates a big 
lie and doesn’t allow her to 
exist, in a way.)

Endangered status proposed for Nevada flower at 


lithium mine

RENO, Nev. (AP) — Federal 
wildlife officials proposed 
endangered species pro- 
tections Friday for a desert 
wildflower known fo exist 
only on a remote Nevada 
ridge where an Australian 
company plans a lithium 
mine. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service issued a proposed 
rule to add Tiehm's buck- 
wheat to the endangered 
list, subject to 60 days of 
public comment. 

"We find that Tiehm's buck- 
wheat is in danger of ex- 
tinction throughout all of its 
range due to the severity 
and immediacy of threats 
currently impacting the 
species now and those 
which are likely to occur in 
the near term,’ the agency 
sald. 

The primary threats are de- 
struction, modification or 
curtailment of its habitat 
from mineral exploration 
and development, road 
develooment and other 
vehicle use, livestock graz- 
ing, invasive plant species 
and herbivory, the agency 
sald. Climate change may 
further exacerbate the 
risks, and "existing regula- 
tory mechanisms may be 
inadequate to protect the 
species," It said. 

The Center for Biological 
Diversity submitted a peti- 
tion for the listing in 2019 
and filed a lawsuit last year 
in an effort to force the 
orotections and halt plans 
for the mine. 

Officials with loneer Ltd., 
which is constructing the 
lithium mine on U.S. Bureau 
of Land Management land 
southwest of Tonopah, said 
Friday they have long an- 
ticipated the listing and 
factored efforts to protect 
the plant into the mine's 
design. Lithium is a key ele- 
ment in batteries for elec- 
tric vehicles. 

"We fully support the deci- 
sions by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the 
work it and the BLM are 
Undertaking to safeguard 
Tiehm's buckwheat," loneer 
managing director Bernard 
Rowe said in a statement.

Fewer than 44,000 of the 
plants are known to exist, 
the Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice said, and the number 
may be even lower after 
an unprecedented attack 
by rodents last summer. 
The wildflowers are found 
only between elevations of 
5,900 and 6,200 feet (1,800 
and 1,900 meters) in eight 
tiny subpopulations in the 
Rhyolite Ridge area of the 
Silver Peak Range, about 
halfway between Reno 
and Las Vegas. 

Patrick Donnelly, the Cen- 
ter for Biological Diversity's 
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Nevada state director, said 
a survey conducted by the 
California Botanic Garden 
this summer found fewer 
than 16,000 plants. 

The proposed listing marks 
a "banner day for native 
plant conservation," Don- 
nelly said. 

"Extinction is a_ political 
choice, and the Biden ad- 
ministration made the right 
call to prevent this soecial 
plant from disappearing 
forever," he said. 

Donnelly maintains a_ for- 
mal listing would prevent 
loneer from constructing 
the mine. However, Rowe 
said the company is con- 





fident that with a "com- 
bination of avoidance, 
propagation and translo- 
cation, we can achieve 
the successful coexistence 
of Tiehm's buckwheat and 
our environmentally signifi- 
cant project." 

The Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice said potential impact 
from the proposed mining 
project, combined with the 
loss resulting from the re- 
cent rodent attack, would 
reduce the plant's fotal 
population by 70% to 88% 
— from 43,291 individuals 
to roughly 5,289 to 8,696 — 
and remove 30% of its total 
habitat. 

It noted loneer plans fo try 
to remove and salvage 
some of the damaged 
plants by relocating them. 
But because unoccupied 
sites are not suitable for alll 
early life stages of the plant 
and there's a lack of re- 
search, "we are uncertain 
of the potential for success 
of translocation efforts."L)

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Mercury beat Aces 87-60 to take 2-1 lead in WNBA semifinals

TEMPE, Ariz. (AP) — The 
Phoenix Mercury have 
three of the best players 
in the WNBA, each one 
capable of taking over a 
game. 

But this team goes deeper 
than Diana Taurasi, Brittney 
Griner and Skylar Diggins- 
Smith. 

Brianna Turner proved It in 
Game 3 of the WNBA semi- 
finals. 

Turner had 23 points and 17 
rebounds while Las Vegas 
focused on stopping Taur- 
asi, leading the Mercury to 
an 87-60 win over the Aces 
on Sunday and a 2-1 lead 
in the series. 

“A lot of teams have been 
leaving her open = and 
then it’s about her mak- 
ing plays,” Mercury coach 
Sandy Brondello said. “We 
got her in some great posi- 
tions near the basket. She's 
just gaining confidence.” 
The Mercury got off to an- 
other fast start and never 
lef up, winning a second 
Straight rout as members 
of the NBA’s Phoenix Suns 
cheered from the front row 
of Arizona State's Desert Fi- 
nancial Arena. 

Turner was the catalyst at 
both ends, shooting 9 of 14 
while frustrating Aces star 
A’ Ja Wilson on defense. 
Griner did her part, finish- 
ing with 18 points and 11 
rebounds. Taurasi couldn't 
get the shots to fall af- 
ter a career playoff-high 
37 points in Game 2, but

had six assists and four re- 
bounds. 

Though Diggins-Smith also 
struggled shooting — 2 of 
12 — she ran Phoenix’s of- 
fense to near perfection, 
finishing with nine assists 
and no turnovers. 

The Mercury were just as 
good on the defensive end 
and dominated the glass, 
finishing with a WNBA play- 
off-record 58 rebounds — 
29 more than Las Vegas. 
Now Phoenix is within one 
win of reaching the WNBA 
Finals for the first time since 
winning the 2014 _ title. 
Game 4 is Wednesday in 
downtown Phoenix. 

“These two games are 
the best we've played alll 


season, at least Consecu- 
tively,” said Mercury guard 
Shey Peddy, who had 10 
points and eight rebounds. 
“We were moving the ball 
well.” 

Las Vegas had a better de- 
fensive performance than 
it did in a blowout loss in 
Game 2. 

The offense was disjointed. 
The Aces struggled against 
Phoenix’s pressure and 
to get open shots to fall, 
shooting 31% and 2 of 14 
from the 3-point arc. The 
Mercury also blocked six 
shots, including three by 
Griner. 

Liz Cambage led the Aces 
with 13 points. 
“Offensively, 


we stunk,”

Aces coach Bill Laimbeer 
said. “They played very 
hard on defense — a good 
share of the credit goes 


that way — but we just 
didn’t have it offensive- 
wise today.” 


The Aces won. the_ first 
game 96-90 at home, but 
Phoenix evened the series 
with a 117-91 win in Game 
2, scoring the most points in 
a regulation playoff game 
in the WNBA’s 25-year his- 
Tory. 

The series shifted across 
the desert to the Valley of 
the Sun, though not to the 
Mercury's home arena. The 
Footprint Center had pre- 
viously booked Disney on 
Ice, so the Mercury were 
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forced to play their first 
home game of the WNBA 
semifinals at Arizona State. 
Phoenix got off to a fast 
start in Game 2 — a record 
68 first-half points — and 
kicked off Game 3 with 11 
straight points. Taurasi got 
it started with two. early 
3s and Turner took it from 
there, scoring 17 first-half 
points. 

Phoenix led 46-31 at half- 
time turned to Griner early 
in the second half. She de- 
livered, scoring On a series 
of shots inside to extend 
the Mercury’s lead to 68- 
44 late in the third quarter 
— well on their way fo an- 
other lopsided victory. 
FRUSTRATED WILSON 

Wilson had a hard time 
shaking Turner in the first 
half and let out a scream 
after firing up an airball on 
Qa midrange jumper in the 
second. The 2020 league 
MVP. later was hit with a 
technical foul arguing a 
foul call and finished with 
eight points on 2-of-14 
shooting. 

“It started with her free 
throws three games ago 
and | think if just wore on 
her a little bit,” Laimbeer 
said. “She had a good sec- 
ond half today, found the 
bounce that we've been 
looking for. Some of the 
shots still didn’t go in, but at 
least The bounce and the 
confidence was there.”
